TimeMachine transforms research projects from assignments to 
interesting explorations. It provides students and teachers with 

a wealth of information ranging from famous quotes to unique 
documents. It offers a searchable database of quotations; text 
files of literature and world statistics; and multimedia files of 
sounds, images, and movie clips. Use TimeMachine as a resource 
for practicing research skills, reading and writing activities, build- 
ing vocabulary, and creating multimedia reports in many subjects. 


Grades 6 through 12—Interesting twist on the old book report. 

Open DocuLine Virtual Library. Select and open the literature folder. Students 
each choose, download, and print a literature selection (the teacher may specify 
American, British, classical, etc.). After reading the piece, each student returns 

to eWorld to search QuoteLine and find and print an interesting quote from the 
selected author. Then students search their authors in the on-line encyclopedia 
and print biographical information. Using these materials, each student creates a 
“book-jacket” book report. The book jacket includes an illustrated cover showing 
title and author, an overview of the story on the front book flap, and a biographical 
sketch on the back book flap. Inside the book jacket is the printed literature piece 
and a short essay about the selected quote, describing how it relates either to the 
author’s life or to the piece of literature.

For consumers, the Marketplace is an on-line shopping mall, but 
for educators it’s a place to bring students and real-world numbers 
together. As students become engaged with the mathematics of 
making airline and hotel reservations, frequenting the bookshop 

or computer store, and eyeing the gourmet goodies for sale, they’ll 
start asking you if it’s time for math! 


Grades 3 through 6—Shopping spree mathematics. Visit the Marketplace 
with your class. Give each student or a group of students $250 in eWorld money— 
this can be “virtual” dollars or play money that students can work with concretely. 
Send them shopping at Online Bookstore; Gourmet a la ModeM in Flowers, Food 
& Gifts; and MacZone in Technology Row. Ask each student or group to select six 
to ten products that fit within their $250 budgets and collect information about 
these products. 

Have students create their own catalogs that feature the selected products 
with pictures of the items, brief and enthusiastic text descriptions, prices, and an 
order form. Students exchange catalogs with classmates who make purchase 
selections, complete the order forms, and total their orders.

Grades 7 through 12—Stock market competition. Students select different 
companies to follow for a period of three months. Ask them to find the company’s 
trading symbol either in the business section of a printed newspaper or on line by 
selecting the Look Up Symbol button in eWorld Market Quotes and typing in the 
full company name. Set up a schedule for going on line to check and record 
quotes. eWorld Market Quotes provides up-to-date trading information when you 
type in the trading symbol and click the Get Quote button.

Illustrated books can be 
created from these stories and added to classroom libraries. Share student-author 
biographical notes to add to a class-created book cover.

Grades 5 through 12—Foreign language and cultural exchange. 
Foreign language students can communicate by e-mail with partner schools in 
other countries. After an initial pen-pal period during which students introduce 
themselves, American students in English and foreign students in their native lan- 
guages select a topic for student groups to address such as current fads in our 
country, how we envision the world 100 years from now, what it means to be 
American (German/French/Spanish, etc.). FROM: FrauMBF 


Grades 1 through 12—Fahrenheit 451 book list. In the book 

Fabrenheit 451, each character memorizes one book to save the story from being 
destroyed. Have students write about the book they would memorize and explain 
why. Share ideas with other classes on line. From picture books to young adult 
works to classics, quite a reading list can be built! Use this as a basis for class 
reading assignments. FROM: IleneCCC 


Grades 3 through 12—Simple people, extraordinary lives. We all hear 
about famous people and the things they have accomplished. But what about the 
everyday people we know? Ask students to think about a friend, a family member, 
or a neighbor who has done something extraordinary for someone else and to 
write about the difference this person has made. Exchange these stories by e-mail 
with another school to provide a snapshot of your local community members.

Grades 1 through 12—Smoke gets in your eyes: Cigarette billboard 
analysis. Projects that involve data collection are enhanced by e-mail. In this 
example, students gather data to determine whether the frequency of cigarette 
advertising on billboards is different in tobacco-growing states and non—tobacco- 
growing states. Have students keep tallies of cigarette and non-cigarette ads on at 
least 15 billboards. Data is collected, collated, analyzed, and shared within a desig- 
nated time period. This same concept can be used to study a variety of ecological 
and social issues. FROM: Tomczakrd.

Trigger your students’ critical- and creative-thinking skills and 

treat them to the thrill of writing for publication and performance. 
Blackberry Creek and ImaginEngine are very special electronic 
communities for children ages 6 through 14, teachers, and parents. 
They are packed with dynamic learning experiences—plays, myster- 
ies, book chats, puzzles, and software. 


Grades 2 through 5—Instant classroom theater. In Blackberry Creek, 
open the Little Theater and select Silly Skits. Then select, open, and download 
“Washy, Washy, Washy;’ a skit based on detergent commercials. Disconnect 

from eWorld and have students read and perform the skit. Next, select a familiar 
children’s book and work as a class to create your own silly skit based on one 
incident in the book. 

Work together on creating a logical sequence of events, dialog, and characters. 
(Hint: You may want to use other Blackberry Creek Silly Skits as models.) Have 
small groups of students take turns performing the skit for one another. Finally, 
submit your silly skit for publication on eWorld. To do this, open The Exchange 
and select Send Your File Here. You'll find the directions for students to submit 
their work to the Blackberry Creek publisher. 


Grades 4 through 8—Cyber-sleuthing. In ImaginEngine, open Intelligent 
Agent X and read through the background files. Choose one student in the class 
to be a special agent by drawing a name out of a, well ... perhaps, out of a raincoat 
pocket! The class works with the special agent to solve an ongoing mystery caper. 
Every few weeks, participating Intelligent Agents receive a partial set of clues. Stu- 
dents send electronic mail to other Agents to discover the who, what, where, 
when, why, and how of the caper—plus answer a bonus question. In figuring out 
“who dunnit,” it’s important to know as much as possible about fellow Intelligent 
Agents, because they (and maybe even you) are main characters in the capers. 

This activity is a meaningful way to meet friends on line and to work coopera- 
tively with them to solve problems using writing, thinking, reference, and commun- 
ication skills. As educators and business leaders continue to stress the need for 
people to develop team-based work skills, Intelligent Agent X offers a small labora- 
tory for kids to compete in a cooperative environment. Now, don’t you want to get 
started and find out what tooth flossing has to do with all of this?

Life Lab brings a garden-based, interactive science curriculum to 
your classroom. K through 6 students become scientists—botanists, 
meteorologists, and ecologists—who gather, analyze, and publish 
data through ongoing, on-line projects. The ideas you find here 
about weather-watching will get you started, but as you and your 
students explore the electronic Life Lab, your classroom Life Lab 
will flourish with input from student scientists around the world. 


Grades 1 through 4—Young weather watchers at work. Open Great 
Explorations and select the Weather Watch Project folder. You'll find guidelines for 
constructing simple weather-watching instruments to create a classroom weather 
station. Have students use the instruments to measure information about tempera- 
ture, wind, cloud cover, and precipitation. Record the information daily on charts 
and graphs that can be studied over time to observe seasonal changes. Help stu- 
dents understand the effects of these changes on plants, animals, and life activities. 

Now take your data and observations to weather watchers around the world! 
Explore the Life Lab discussion board called Science Connections to see if there are 
weather discussions in progress, or initiate a weather project folder of your own to 
share and collect information with classes in remote locations. Extend your charts 
and graphs with this new data. Engage in ongoing, on-line discussions about 
predictions, observations, and conclusions. 


Grades 4 through 12—Collecting, organizing, contrasting, and 
reporting data. Students can find weather data and resources in several eWorld 
locations: Assignment Earth (shortcut: living well) in the Arts & Leisure Pavilion, 
eWorld News from Reuters/Weather (shortcut: eWorld news) in the Newsstand, 
and Apple Global Education (shortcut: AGE) in the Learning Center. Help students 
select topics for interesting, short reports they can present using this on-line infor- 
mation. Encourage them to enhance both written and oral reports with images 
and sounds. They can find weather maps in Reuters and weather sounds and 
images in Software Central from ZiffNet/Mac (shortcut: shareware).

shortcut: eWorld news 


eWorld News from Reuters brings current news and weather from 
many sources right into your classroom. Whether you want sum- 
maries, in-depth news coverage, or the latest weather map, it’s 
there. News stories are updated throughout the day, making the 
study of current events very engaging and immediate. 


Grades 4 through 12—“What’s News?” game show. Open eWorld News 
from Reuters and select News Briefs. In a box at the right you will see a list of head- 
lines. Have students click on selected headlines to read the news summaries. Then 
try Entertainment Briefs and Business Briefs. You'll see News In Depth and Weather 
at the bottom of the page. Allow students to explore all this information. 

Explain to students that they can use the information to create their own TV- 
type game show. Divide the class into groups: U.S. News, World News, Business 
News, Weather News, and Entertainment News. Have each group use on-line 
information to write a set of questions and answers for their assigned categories. 
Ask them to assign point values to the questions, depending on difficulty. Together, 
establish the format and rules for the game. Once the rules are established, play the 
game. Remember, it’s easy to handle any disputed answers. Look them up on line! 


Grades 5 through 12—Collecting, organizing, writing, and presenting 
information. From the Newsstand’s opening screen, have students open and 

get acquainted with World News, eWorld Sports, and Forums. Divide the class into 
groups: the News Team with two news anchors, the Weather Team, the Business 
Team with guest market analysts, the Sports Team with famous athletes as special 
guests, and the Entertainment Team with a gossip columnist.

Parents will meet top professionals in child 
care, education, and health who can help 
them tackle important parenting issues. 
And best of all, they'll share problems, 

find solutions, and chat with other par- 
ents about nurturing children in school, 

at home, and in life. 


On-line interaction with other people 
is wonderful for children and adults 
of all ages. It provides a rich opportu- 
nity for communication that cuts 
across differences in culture, age, 
abilities, and appearance. You won't 
want children to miss these exciting 
connections, but you will want to set 
expections and provide supervision.

Children should 
alert teachers and parents about any 
unusual electronic messages or plans 
to meet on-line friends in person.

Students can practice for college testing, learn about colleges and 
universities, and get ready to apply. There’s help for parents, too. It’s 
the place for finding just about everything you need to know about 
getting into college.
